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An Analysis 


New Metro Beltway Interchange 
Pros and Cons of Choices 


On June 26, the Maryland 
State Highway Administration 
held a lightly attended public 
workshop at the Springhill Lake 
Elementary School to review alter- 
nate proposals for improving au- 
tomobile access to the Greenbelt 
Metro Station. Developers se- 
lected by the Washington Metro- 
politan Transit Administration 
have proposed a massive mixed- 
use complex to be built on the 
Metro station property and adja- 
cent land along the CSX tracks 
to the south of the station. In 
its effort to promote develop- 
ment, Metro is seeking to bring 
added revenue from land rents to 
its mass transit operations and 
to provide increased ridership of 
the Metro system by promoting 
transit oriented developments at 
Metro stations. 

At present, the Greenbelt sta- 
tion has direct access to and 
from the Capital Beltway (I-95, I- 
495) only from the west. To ac- 
commodate the shopping facili- 
ties, offices, other commercial 
uses, apartments and town- 
houses proposed for this site, the 
developers and planners believe 
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Persons interested in seeing the alternative plans for the proposed 
full interchange of the Capital Beltway with the Greenbelt Metro 
station access road looked at large scale plans on the wall at the 
Springhill Lake Elementary School and received explanations from 
representatives of the State Highway Administration and other agen- 
cies on June 26. The plans are reproduced on page 12. 


that Beltway access to the prop- 
erty is necessary from both direc- 
tions.

New Roundabout Planned 
For Hanover Parkway

A new roundabout traffic 
calming device will be con- 
structed on Hanover Parkway at 
the entrance to Hunting Ridge 
Condominiums. Celia Craze, di- 
rector of the Greenbelt Depart- 
ment of Planning and Community 
Development, presented the plans 
to the Hunting Ridge Board of 
Directors, staff and a handful of 
Hunting Ridge residents and 
guests at the association’s 
homeowners meeting on Wednes- 
day, June 26. 

Craze said the new round- 
about will be like the one at 
Schrom Hill’s Park, but the exist- 
ing roadway will be narrowed at 
both ends of the roundabout to 
prevent drivers from using the 
shoulder to straighten out the 
curve and thereby avoid reduc- 
ing their speed as much. The 
objective is to slow traffic and 
create an opportunity for ve- 
hicles from Hunting Ridge Con- 
dominiums to enter the flow of 
traffic on Hanover Parkway. In- 
stead of having to wait for both 
lanes of traffic to clear before 
turning north onto Hanover Park- 
way, drivers will only have to 
clear the southbound lane to en- 
ter the-circle. 

Traffic in the circle has the 
right-of-way to continue around 
the circle, and there will be signs 
directing this operation. It will 
also be easier for pedestrians to 


cross the road at this point. 
Hunting Ridge residents and 
guests will also benefit from the 
installation of address number 
signs on the street. 

During construction, which 
should take 30 days and may 
start in just six weeks, the entry 
to Hunting Ridge Condominiums 
will be reduced from three lanes 
to two. If the project moves 
along as scheduled, it should be 
completed by October. 

A new sidewalk will be in- 
stalled providing access to bus 
stops and extending past vacant 
property across from Schrom Hills 
Park. There is no plan to relo- 
cate the bus stops. Steps leading 
to the park will be constructed 
next to the deer sculpture. 

The roundabout at Schrom Hills 
Park has resulted in an average re- 
duction in speed of six mph., 
Craze said. She said when the 
project is completed, Hanover Park- 
way should be “a calmer, easier 
place to travel.” In the future, 
Craze said, there will probably be 
another roundabout constructed 
on Hanover Parkway at the inter- 
section with Greenbrook Drive 
since it has been found that a se- 
ries of traffic-calming devices are 
more effective than just one. 

Funds for the project are com- 
ing from a $500,000 bond for traf- 
fic improvements in Greenbelt 
East. 


Metro station area was identified 
in the December 2000 Greenbelt 
Area Adopted Sector Plan and 
Endorsed Sectional Map Amend- 
ment. It is also consistent with

Two Greenbelters on New 
County School Board

Abby Crowley 

Abby L. W. Crowley, Ed.D., is 
one of two newly-appointed 
Prince George’s County School 
Board members residing in 
Greenbelt. Meetings have just 
begun for the new board and 
Crowley commented that “it’s just 
an incredibly committed group of 
individuals” on the board. She 
emphasized that she “represents 
the whole county and not just 
Greenbelt,” which is a change 
from when the school board was 
an elected board with regional 
representation. She was also se- 
lected as the board member rep- 
resenting students with special 
education needs. 

Crowley has lived in Greenbelt 
for more than a quarter century 
including homes in Springhill 
Lake, Charlestowne Village, and 
now in Belle Pointe. She and 
her husband, Ed, have two 
school-age sons. Among many 


activities, she 1s involved in Little 
League and was on the City Me- 
diation Board. In describing her 
educational background, Crowley 
stated that she began her career 
as a special education teacher in

Jose Morales 


In June, Jose Morales was ap- 
pointed to the Prince George’s 
County Board of Education. 

On a recent Saturday morning, 
he described his major goals to 
be accomplished by the board. 
They include instituting a ratio of 
25 students to each teacher and 
improving special education and 
ESOL (English for Speakers of 
Other Languages). 

Morales was active in 
Greenbelt in the 1970s, serving 
as PTA president at Springhill 
Lake Elementary School and later 
being named Greenbelt’s Out- 
standing Citizen and Prince Geor- 
gian of the Year. Originally from 
Puerto Rico, his family moved 
back in the 1990s due to a job 
change. However, his family re- 
turned to Greenbelt in the late 
1990s because his son wanted to 
graduate from Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. Morales pointed 
with pride to his T-shirt from Ohio 
University, the school his son 
now attends. He also has a 
daughter who graduated from 
Suitland High School and an au- 
tistic grandson who attends

Voter Registration to End 
August 20 for Primaries

Voter registration for the Sep- 
tember 10 primary election will 
end on August 20 at 9 p.m. 
Registration applications are 
available in City Clerk Kathleen 
Gallagher’s office in the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building, 25 Crescent 
Road; in the Greenbelt Library; 
and also can be obtained by call- 
ing the Prince George’s County 
Board of Elections at 301-952- 
3270. Applicants must fill out the 
form and return it to the Board of 
Elections. Voter notification cards, 
which will be sent out within 
three weeks, will indicate the 
voter’s precinct number and poll- 
ing place. 

According to the Maryland 
State Board of Elections bro- 
chure, “How to Vote in Mary- 
land,” it is up to the two princi- 
pal political parties (Republican 
and Democratic) in a primary to 
choose their candidates for the 
November 5 general election and 
to decide who may vote in their 


primaries. Generally only regis- 
tered voters affiliated with a prin- 
cipal political party may vote in 
the party’s primary. Those who 
do not choose a party, known as 
“Declines,” will not be able to 
vote in the September 10 primary 
(except in any non-partisan pri- 
mary that includes, for example, 


judges). 


Although August 20 is the 
last day for residents to register 
to vote before the September 10 
party primary election, voter reg- 
istration will reopen September 23 
and close on October 15 at 9 
p.m. for the general election. 
Those registering during this pe- 
riod and those already registered 
will be eligible to vote on No- 
vember 5. 

Registration is permanent as 
long as voters continue to live in 
Maryland and keep their names 
and addresses current with the

Legislative District to the 22nd. Greenbelt has been in the 
23rd since a 1972 redistricting. At that time, Greenbelt officials 
and politicos protested vehemently being put into a district 
dominated by the City of Bowie. Even now, some have ad- 
vocated separating Greenbelt from Bowie. And, in fact, in the 
30 years since, all legislators representing our district have 
been from the Bowie area and the few challengers from 
Greenbelt have failed in their efforts to be elected. 

While Greenbelters knew that if Greenbelt and Bowie be- 
came divided on an issue, Bowie would prevail, the fact is that 
this rarely happened. Usually the two cities shared common 
goals. It also appeared that the elected senators and delegates 
representing the district were very sensitive to the fact that 
Greenbelt lacked direct representation; they seemed to go out 
of their way to make certain they spoke for Greenbelt citizens. 
As a result, Greenbelt was ably represented and obtained nu- 
merous legislative victories over the past 30 years from the 
skillful efforts of its elected representatives. 

Particular thanks are due to our current roster of represen- 
tatives — Senator Leo Green, Delegates Mary Conroy, Joan 
Pitkin and James Hubbard — for their efforts on behalf of the 
citizens of Greenbelt during their many years of service to our 
community and the legislative district. We wish all of them 
well in their future endeavors. 

In turn, even though they will no longer represent us, we 
hope that they won’t forget us. 


Hello 22nd District — 


It will take a little time for Greenbelt activists to adjust to 
the sudden change made in legislative districts and to become 
acquainted with the residents of other areas who are now a 
part of the district. Some have been a part of this district for

Greenbelt Elementary School 
Plans ELOB Project for Fall

Greenbelt Elementary School 
(GES) faculty have begun plan- 
ning their fourth year of Expedi- 
tionary Learning Outward Bound 
(ELOB). ELOB was adopted by 
Greenbelt Elementary in 1999/ 
2000. It is a new American 
School design for comprehensive 
school improvement that chal- 
lenges students to meet vigorous 
academic and character standards. 
This model is based on 10 prin- 
ciples that grew out of the expe- 
rience and philosophy of Outward 
Bound. 

On June 18, 19, and 20, the 
school’s staff came together for 
their 4th Annual ELOB Summer 
Planning Institute. The concept 
for 2002/2003 is “Strong Minds, 
Strong Bodies through the Sci- 
ences.” Staff from each grade 
level worked on planning perfor- 
mance-based activities that will 
infuse this year’s ELOB concept 
along with the school’s curricu- 
lum - Maryland Learning Out- 
comes, Second Step (the disci- 
pline program that is already be- 
ing utilized by GES), the Writing 
Program, and Systemic Reading 
Plan.” 

At the school-wide level there 
will be two major expeditions. 
During the first quarter each 
class will create a “Promise”’ in- 
corporating the school’s current 
character education focus of re- 
spect, empathy, compassion and 
problem solving. The entire 


school will vote on one promise 
from each grade. Then one 
“Promise” will be chosen from 
the final seven “Promises.” This 
“Promise” will then be posted in 
the front hall of the school and 
each student and staff member 
will sign it to signify that they 
are committed to their school’s 
“Promise.” (There will be more 
information closer to the new 
school year.) 

The final expedition for the 
2002/03 school year will be a 5K 
run/walk which will be included 
as part of Greenbelt Elementary’s 
Annual Family Fun Day. This 
will be a major community project 
and will be ongoing throughout 
the year. 

The staff is constantly finding 
new ways to work together as a 
team. They have developed 
committees to help them organize 
and a shared protocol in order to 
share ideas across grade levels 
and with the community. The 
committees are: PTA/Volunteers, 
Presentations and Events, Sun- 
shine (an in-house hospitality 
group), School Culture, Technol- 
ogy Writing, and Calendar. 
These committees are instrumen- 
tal in this year’s planning. 

ELOB has become the way at 
Greenbelt Elementary for the last 
four years. Continued active in- 
volvement with the community is 
what the City of Greenbelt has al- 
ways been about - community. 
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Public Hearing Due 


For General Plan 


The Prince George’s County 
Council and the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board of the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC) will hold a joint public 
hearing on proposed amendments 
to the Adopted General Plan for 
Prince George’s County on Tues- 
day, July 16 at 10 a.m. in the 
County Administration Building, 
Council Hearing Room, Upper 
Marlboro. The purpose of this 
hearing is to give all interested 
persons an opportunity to ex- 
press their views concerning the 
five potential amendments to the 
Adopted General Plan. 

The General Plan will provide 
broad guidance for the future 
growth and development of the 
county. It emphasizes mixed use, 
pedestrian-oriented development 
around 25 designated centers, 
most of which are served by rail 
transit, either Metrorail or MARC 
lines. Other designated centers 
can be served by bus feeder 
routes or future extensions of rail 
systems. The plan also recog- 
nizes different goals and policies 
for different parts of the county: 
developed, developing and rural 
tiers. 

A Preliminary General Plan was 
published last February. The 
Prince George’s County Planning 
Board reviewed testimony re- 
ceived at a March 26 joint public 
hearing, made amendments and 
adopted the plan on May 23. 
This adopted plan was transmit- 
ted to the council, which, in two 
work sessions at which they con- 
sidered hearing testimony and 
the Planning Board’s actions, 
identified the five potential 
amendments to the Adopted Gen- 
eral Plan. These amendments are 
described in County Council 
Resolution CR-34-2002 (Draft 2). 

Individuals who wish to speak 
at the July 16 public hearing 
should contact the Prince

register in advance, or may regis- 
ter at the hearing. Written testi- 
mony and/or exhibits will be ac- 
cepted in lieu of, or in addition 
to, oral testimony.

Care a Possibility

Greenbelt Elementary School is 
actively pursuing the possibility 
of providing before and after 
school care to students in the 
coming school year, but a deci- 
sion will likely not be made be- 
fore school starts. Dr. Jacqueline 
Zmurko, program specialist in the 
area of before and after school 
care with the Prince George’s 
County School System, com- 
mented that there are still issues 
to be addressed before care can 
begin. 

Zmurko stated that there is a 
goal to provide before and after 
school care in all county elemen- 
tary schools. In Greenbelt, 
Springhill Lake Elementary School 
currently provides such care. 
One major drawback to care in 
more schools is the shortage of 
qualified school-age child care 
providers. Manpower is needed 
to open each location. She indi- 
cated that there is a “dire need 
for child care assistants.” All 
before and after school programs 
must be licensed by the state 
and a base of qualified assistants 
iS a necessity. 

As a child advocate, Zmurko 
encourages county residents to 
look into becoming a qualified as- 
sistant for school age children to 
help relieve this shortage. Assis- 
tants are expected to work about 
five hours a day, split between 
before and after school hours. 
Various schools including Prince 
George’s Community College pro- 
vide the required courses.

Science Award 


Kristy J. Reynolds of Damsel 
Court has been awarded the Na- 
tional J. Edgar Hoover Founda- 
tion “Scientific Scholarship” of 
$25,000 to further her research 
into the use of mass spectrometry 
to rapidly compare complex pro- 
tein samples. This technique 
could offer a new alternative in 
forensic screening of biological 
samples. 

Reynolds, a third year doc- 
toral student majoring in analyti- 
cal chemistry at the University of 
Maryland, received her award 
during a ceremony at the Univer- 
sity. Maryland was among a se- 
lect group of institutions across 
the country invited to nominate a 
student for this award which rec- 
ognizes the essential role of sci- 
entific techniques in the work of 
law enforcement. 

“Performing comparison stud- 
ies 1s at the heart of forensic sci- 
ence,” said Reynolds. “My work 
toward the development of an im- 
proved method to analyze pro- 
teins ultimately could provide an 
alternative to current analytical 
processes and also provide dif- 
ferent information than that avail- 
able from DNA.” This analytical 
process that weighs molecules 
can produce “fingerprints” of a 
multitude of different proteins. 

According to her research ad- 
visor and professor of chemistry, 
Catherine Fenselau, her work 
“potentially has the dual benefit 
of advancing the treatment of 
cancer and refining an analytical 
process that could have numer- 
ous applications.” 

A native of Severna Park, 
Reynolds earned a bachelor’s de- 
gree from Loyola College and 
studied forensic science at the 
John Jay College of Criminal Jus- 
tice in New York. Her interest in 
analytical techniques intensified 
during an internship with the 
Yonkers Police Department Canine 
Lab. 

As Reynolds completes her 
PhD she said she may consider 
post-doctoral studies but ulti- 
mately wants to pursue a career

Tree Policy and Plans 
Debated by Council

At a worksession on trees 
held June 19, the Greenbelt City 
Council met with Bob Trumbule 
of ACT (the Advisory Committee 
on Trees); Bill Phelan, assistant 
director of Public Works; Karen 
Yoho, president of Friends of the 
Greenbelt Museum; and Sheldon 
Goldberg of the Advisory Plan- 
ning Board. 

Roosevelt Tree 

Replacement of the Eleanor 
Roosevelt Memorial Tree in au- 
tumn, 2002, had been requested 
last winter by ACT, whose mem- 
bers had noted that the tree is 
dead and might be replaced by a 
tree suggested by Eleanor 
Roosevelt’s grandchildren. At 
that time, Greenbelt Museum cu- 
rators were told by the FDR Mu- 
seum at Hyde Park that Eleanor 
Roosevelt had asked that pine 
boughs be placed on her casket 
when she died, so some variety 
of pine would seem to be a good 
choice. 

In notes of the meeting pro- 
vided by City Clerk Kathleen 
Gallagher, Phelan said he 
favored replacing the 
tree at its existing site 
on Crescent Road, 
Where legend has 
Eleanor Roosevelt 
standing to over- 
look the construc- 
tion of Greenbelt. 
He said he liked 
the suggestion of 
using a legacy white ash 
tree from Hyde Park, which 
he thought would be better 
suited for this location than a 
pine tree. There was discussion 
about what would be done by 
way of site preparation and im- 
provement if a new tree were 
planted in the same place. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
spoke in favor of finding a new 
site that would result in more pe- 
destrian traffic than the original 
site. He suggested the Greenbelt 
Lake path. Yoho said Friends of 
the Greenbelt Museum (FOGM) 
would like the site to be easily 
tied into the walking tour, prefer- 
ably at a more prominent location 
that could be a destination in it- 
self. She said FOGM’s first 
choice would be the front of the 
Community Center. Centerway 
opposite the Municipal Building 
was also discussed, but was re- 
jected as being pedestrian-un- 
friendly. Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts expressed a strong pref- 
erence for the Community Center 
lawn but, as another option, sug- 
gested placing it by the walkway 
from the Community Center to the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center. As 
a way to create more space at 
the Community Center, Phelan 
suggested sacrificing the ailing 
sycamore tree on the front lawn, 
and council agreed that was ac- 
ceptable. Phelan said a white ash 
should do well in that spot. 

An interpretive panel will be 
prepared dealing with the rela- 
tionship of the Roosevelts to 
Greenbelt. It was also agreed to 
maintain the original site of the 
Eleanor Roosevelt Memorial Tree 
and plant a small Hyde Park 
legacy white ash there. Phelan 
will evaluate what work should be 
done on the decorative compo- 
nents. 

It was recognized that getting 
both sites ready in time for Octo- 
ber 11, 2002 might not be fea- 
sible. It was felt that dedication 
of the Community Center tree 












could be deferred for Eleanor 
Roosevelt Week of 2003, or could 
be done at another time of year. 
Phelan distributed some satel- 
lite-based imaging prepared by 
American Forests on tree loss in 
the entire metropolitan area. 
Bradford Pears 
Council reviewed the ACT re- 
port on Bradford pear trees. 
Mayor Judith Davis commented 
on the advantage of having a 
“rational plan” over having to 
make decisions on a case-by-case 
basis. Trumbule agreed, but 
noted that the committee had at- 
tempted in its classification sys- 
tem to take situations at different 
locations into account, so that 
eventual policy would not treat 
all the trees the same. He said 
the committee further wished to 
consider the overall “look” of a 
street and not simply replace 
trees on a piecemeal basis. 
ACT’s earlier management plan 
submitted to the city for the 
Bradford pears grouped the 
trees in 16 different areas of 
the city, and then as- 
signed one of the fol- 
lowing categories to 
each area group: 1) 
trees requiring no 
extra maintenance; 
2) trees requir- 
ing some bolt- 
ing and bracing 
to be retained; 
and 3) trees 
that should be replaced 
when failure rates become 
unacceptable. 
The matter of older pear trees 
in Boxwood, Lakeside and Lake- 
wood was discussed. It had 
been recommended by ACT that 
if the city should recommend 
saving a Bradford pear by bolting 
it, the city would remove the tree 
if the homeowner agreed to pay 
for replacement tree(s). In addi- 
tion, a) the homeowner would 
need to provide a written request 
to ACT, which would then review 
and approve the request (possi- 
bly with recommendations). It 
was noted that recommended re- 
placement trees were the Amur 
Maple where power lines are 
overhead, and the “Red Sunset’ 
Red Maple where there is ad- 
equate overhead room; and b) if 
there was no response from the 
homeowner in a reasonable pe- 
riod of time, the pear tree 
branches would be bolted. 
It was agreed that the provi- 
sions in paragraphs a) and b) 
above would be deleted. 


Niebauer Sculpture 
At Montpelier Show 


Maryland artist William 
Niebauer will exhibit his geomet- 
ric sculptures in the Montpelier 
Cultural Arts Center’s Library Gal- 
lery through August 21. 

Niebauer bases his work on 
what he calls “parts of a whole.” 
Like pieces in a puzzle, he builds 
geometric shapes out of plywood 
and steel that fit together but are 
displayed as separate parts on 
the gallery floor. Of his choice 
of materials, the artist says, “This 
formal contradiction serves as a 
paradox in materials and metaphor 
. . . these elements emit a sense 
of belonging and reliance rooted 
in loss (space and distance), 
which in turn symbolizes my per- 
ception of life’s associations.”

the county. After receiving her 
doctoral degree, she became a 
principal. While her children were 
young, she taught at several uni- 
versities, did teacher training and 
curriculum development for 
schools and school systems. 

For the last two years, she 
has been the director of Profes- 
sional Development at the 
Kennedy Institute, in DC, which 
serves children and adults with 
developmental disabilities.

Very enthusiastic about his 
appointment, Morales stated that 
he likes covering the whole 
county, not just one location. He 
commented “all (board members) 
work together for the best of 
Prince George’s County children. 
That’s what I’m there for.” He 
has already met with people in 
Laurel and was on his way to a 
meeting in Berwyn Heights. 
When questioned about who par- 
ents should call with an issue, he 
indicated that that can be a prob- 
lem. Currently, parents may e- 
mail every board member, which is 
confusing. He thinks the board 
will soon discuss how to handle 
calls and requests. 

Morales indicated that he is 
not certain of the exact criteria he 
was chosen for, but does not 
want to be stereotyped as repre- 
senting Latinos only. He likes 
the idea of each board member 
representing everyone and not 
having a geographic agenda. In 
response to a comment that some 
county residents have stated that 
children inside the beltway are 
not represented, he pointed out 
that Springhill Lake, which repre- 
sents a considerable portion of 
Greenbelt’s children, is inside the 
beltway.

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A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 


The onset of very 
hot weather means 
summer has truly ar- 
rived. By now the 
gardener has planted 
the garden for the 
summer and the plants 
are producing flowers 
in abundance in the 
hot weather they so 
love. Garden preparation time 
has ended and this is the time to 
maintain the garden so it does its 
best. Weeding, watering and 
mulching are needed now, though 
the industrious gardener has 
many other maintenance tasks. 

A thunderstorm a week that 
produces a goodly amount of 
water is enough for the garden to 
just get by. But for most garden- 
ers, regular watering 1s necessary, 
especially if there hasn’t been 
rain in the previous few days. 

Potted plants have the highest 
need. On hot days they should 
be watered once a day; on very 
hot days even more frequently. 
Watering is best done in the 
morning or evening to minimize 
evaporation. If watering by con- 
tainer or hand-held hose, be sure 
to water at the ground, near the 
plant base for maximum advan- 
tage. 

A soaker hose can be a real 
time saver. Lay the hose by the 
base of the plants and leave it 
there. Then when watering is 
needed just turn on the hose 
and let the hose already in place 
do the work. 

Weeding 

Removing weeds is also a way 
to make sure garden plants get 
more water. Weeds drink up wa- 
ter that your plants can be using. 
Weeding can be done by hand, 
but a hoe can make the job 
much easier and quicker to do. 
And using a hoe means not hav-

ing to bend over! By 
hand or by hoe, weed- 
ing 1s easiest done 
when the soil is 
slightly moist. 
Mulching 

Mulching makes 
the garden _ tasks 
easier to do and is 
good for the garden. 
Mulch decomposes to add nutri- 
ents to the soil. Putting down 
mulch can help plants cope bet- 
ter with the sun’s intensity by 
helping the soil retain moisture, 
keeping the soil cooler, and cut- 
ting down dramatically the num- 
ber of weeds. Also, mulch pro- 
vides a uniform and neat look to 
the garden. 

Many types of materials can 
be used as mulch. Some use 
leaves and grass clippings and 
thus recycle their garden waste. 
Neater in appearance are such 
materials as shredded bark, bark 
chunks and wood chips. 

Place mulch in the garden bed 
after the ground is already moist 
for a good effect. Also, put 
down a soaker hose, if used, be- 
fore mulching. The material being 
used as mulch should be spread 
uniformly over the garden bed. 
The layer should be _ thick 
enough to cover the ground, but 
no more than two inches deep 
so that water from a heavy rain 
can soak through to the soil. 

Planting Vegetables 

In the vegetable garden, it is 
still possible to plant beans and 
summer squash. Beans can be 
planted every week for the next 
several weeks to spread out the 
harvest time. The spring veg- 
etable garden has ended. The 
arrival of settled hot weather is 
the end of lettuce and other 
greens as they bolt (which is go 
to seed).

City Overspends Reserves 
For Development Suits

Some years ago the Greenbelt 
City Council set aside a special 
fund of $50,000 as a reserve to 
be used for litigation concerning 
development proposals relating to 
the Greenbelt Metro Station site. 
Environmental experts, especially 
those trained in issues concern- 
ing wetlands preservation and 
mitigation, and traffic consultants 
have been among outside per- 
sonnel hired by the city to review 
roadway impacts and other issues 
relating to these proposals. 

In particular, this fund has 
been drawn upon for consultants 
regarding the construction of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) office building on 
Sunnyside Drive and the atten- 
dant proposal to widen 
Kenilworth Avenue to handle ad- 
ditional traffic generated by the 
new facility. The fund was also 
used when the city filed appeals 
on the Concept Plan and the Pre- 
liminary Plan for the proposed de- 
velopment of Greenbelt Station. 

Of the original $50,000 in the 
special fund, all monies have now 
been expended, City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin has in- 


formed council in a memo dated 
June 12. Some outstanding costs, 
which he estimates at about 
$7,500, are still to be paid, 
McLaughlin’s memo says. These 
will be paid from the Legal Coun- 
sel budget. However, “if a deci- 
sion is made to take further ac- 
tions related to the Greenbelt 
Metro Station,” McLaughlin 
warns, “other funds will have to 
be identified.” 

In addition, the city expended 
approximately $150,000 from the 
current operating budget to hire 
Attorney Larry Liebesman and to 
cover court costs for the city’s 
suit against the USDA. The Cir- 
cuit Court agreed with the city 
that USDA had violated federal 
law in piecemealing the environ- 
mental assessment on wetlands 
impacts of the Indian Creek and 
Kenilworth Avenue areas. How- 
ever, because USDA then decided 
to abandon its interest in the wid- 
ening of Kenilworth Avenue, the 
court dismissed the case. 
Greenbelt was thus left with re- 
sponsibility for the costs of this 
litigation.

the 1989 Langley Park-College 
Park-Greenbelt Approved Master 
Plan, Smart Growth Areas and 
Neighborhood Conservation 
Policy, and is within a Priority 
Funding Area designated by 
Prince George’s County. 

Although this project is in- 
cluded in the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation Consoli- 
dated Transportation Program, it 
is currently programmed and 
funded only for project planning. 
The final design, right-of-way ac- 
quisition and construction are not 
funded. It is unclear as to how 
much of the cost of this project 
might be borne by the general 
public through the state and fed- 
eral governments and how much 
might be borne by the developers 
of the Metro site who will benefit 
greatly by having a full inter- 
change with the Beltway. 

Alternates 

Although other alternatives 
were considered and discarded, 
the workshop was presented 
with just four alternates for the 
intersection—a no-build, leave it 
as it is alternate (alternate 1) and 
three different designs for adding 
ramps to and from the Beltway 
for traffic headed to and from the 
east. Of the three build alter- 
nates, one (alternate 2) is the 
least costly to build and consti- 
tutes the safest highway design, 
one (alternate 3) causes the least 
impact on adjacent wetlands and 
woodlands, and one (alternate 4) 
appears to have no merits to rec- 
ommend it. 

Alternate 4 would remove the 
existing flyover bridge for traffic 
returning to the Beltway. A new 
bridge would cross over the 
Beltway at a 90-degree angle at a 
location farther west. An off- 
ramp would be built just west of 
Indian Creek to intersect with the 
bridge road where traffic would 
stop and then turn left to cross 
over the bridge and enter the 
Metro station property. At the 
same north end of the bridge an 
on-ramp would be built to the 
Beltway. Traffic from the Metro 
station would cross over the 
Beltway bridge, stop and then 
turn left onto this ramp to get to 
the outer Beltway loop. Thus 
traffic coming off the Beltway 
from the east would be crossing 
in front of traffic going onto the 
Beltway to the west. For traffic 
entering the inner loop of the 
Beltway, a new ramp would be 
constructed along the south side 
of the Beltway at the Metro prop- 
erty. This alternate would cost 
the most, 30 to 32 million dollars, 
would require filling and using 
3.34 acres of wetlands and 6.6 
acres of floodplain and would 
destroy 3.29 acres of woodland. 

Alternate 3 is the most envi- 
ronmentally sensitive of the build 
alternates, taking 1.85 acres of 
wetlands, 3.17 acres of floodplain 
and 3.29 acres of woodland. (it 
is not possible to build an inter- 
change at this location without 
impacting on existing floodplain 
and woodland.) Its cost is only 
a million or so more than the 
lowest cost build alternate. In 
order to disturb as little environ- 
mentally sensitive land as pos- 
sible, this alternate adds new 
ramps that hug the side of the 
Beltway. The off-ramp from the 
outer loop would go under the 
existing return ramp bridge to the 
outer loop, then rise up to a 
bridge over the Beltway and de- 
scend onto the Metro property to 
join the ramp road from the inner 
loop. A new ramp onto the inner 
loop for eastbound traffic return- 
ing to the Beltway would be built 


adjacent to the Beltway, with that 
ramp also going under the exist- 
ing bridge for traffic returning to 
the westbound Beltway. The 
main problem with this alternative 
is that traffic exiting the Beltway 
has to slow down on the ramp 
from Beltway speeds to residen- 
tial street speeds in order to make 
the sharp turn on the bridge over 
the Beltway. 

Alternate 2 utilizes the same 
return ramp to the Beltway from 
the Metro station as do the 
other two build alternates. How- 
ever, the off-ramp from the outer 
loop is built as a gentle curve 
that begins just west of Indian 
Creek enabling traffic exiting the 
Beltway to move at greater speed. 
This ramp curves around the 
outer side of the existing return 
ramp to the westbound Beltway 
instead of running between that 
ramp and the Beltway as is pro- 
posed in alternative 3. This 
gentle curve into the Metro sta- 
tion property enables traffic to 
safely move at higher speeds, 
but disturbs a slightly larger area 
of wetlands (an additional 1.03 
acres), floodplains (another .34 
acres) and woodlands (another 
.47 acres) than alternate 3. The 
cost for this interchange is esti- 
mated to be 24 to 26 million. 

The choice for building the 
ramps, therefore, is between the 
best highway design (alternate 2) 
and the best environmentally 
sensitive design (alternate 3). 

No Build 

The Greenbelt City Council 
and others have advocated not 
building the additional inter- 
change ramps. The no build 
would least disrupt the environ- 
mentally sensitive areas, obvi- 
ously. Its impact on the develop- 
ment of the Metro station prop- 
erty and traffic on area roads is 
less clear. There is a general be- 
lief that the enlarged interchange 
iS necessary to support the mas- 
sive development planned for 
Greenbelt Station. If the inter- 
change is not approved, that de- 
velopment may not materialize. 
What is not known is what will 
happen to the Metro property 
and the unincorporated area to 
the south that is a part of the 
Greenbelt Station proposal. Even- 
tually, some kind of development 
will occur. Will that development 
also generate traffic, but traffic 
that must rely more upon the lo- 
cal streets? A new road 1s to be 
built from Greenbelt Road to 
serve this development, but there 
also will be an impact on 
Cherrywood Lane, a city street 
that now provides access to the 
Metro station and serves the 
Springhill Lake Apartment project 
and Capital Office Park will also 
be impacted. Will the impact to 
these streets and Greenbelt Road 
and Kenilworth Avenue be 
greater or less than if a full inter- 
change is built? 

In its study, the State High- 
way Administration projected the 
building of a full interchange to 
affect only the morning rush 
hour traffic exiting the outer loop 
of the Beltway onto Kenilworth 
Avenue. Without the inter- 
change, that intersection is ex- 
pected to have a level of service 
F, the poorest rated level of ser- 
vice. With the interchange, the 
level of service at the intersec- 
tion of that ramp with Kenilworth 
will be improved to E, still an un- 
satisfactory level of service. 

City Taxes 

Before Greenbelters can decide 
on alternatives, the impact upon 
city finances must be considered. 
The massive Greenbelt Station

development is both within and 
outside the city limits, but much 
of the commercial and office de- 
velopment is to be within the 
city. This type of development 
yields high levels of tax revenues 
with less impact upon the need 
to provide city services than 


does residential construction. At 
a time when city revenues are 
flat, when the city council has 
found it necessary to increase the 
property tax rate for nine years in 
a row, the added tax revenues 
could be a boon to city finances.

Prince George’s Board of Elec- 
tions, 14701 Governor Oden 
Bowie Drive, Suite 101, Upper 
Marlboro, MD 20772-3070; 301- 
952-3270, TDD 301-627-3352. 
Changes in registration informa- 
tion may be sent to the County 
Board of Elections either on a 
voter registration application or in 
any other signed written notice. 
The last day for voters to 
change their party affiliation was 
June 17. 

Eligible voters in Maryland on 
September 10 will be making their 
choices among their party’s can- 
didates for United States Con- 
gress, governor, lieutenant gover- 
nor, comptroller, attorney general, 
State senators, members of the 
House of Delegates, judges, 
county government officials, 
court house officials, and party 
central committees. 

Any person applying to regis- 
ter to vote must be a U.S. citizen 
who is a resident of Maryland; 
will be at least 18 years old by 
the general election on Novem- 
ber 5; 1s not under guardianship 
for mental disability; has not 
been disqualified by two or more 
convictions for infamous crimes, 
without a pardon; is not under 
sentence or on probation follow- 
ing a first conviction for an infa- 
mous crime. According to the 
“How to Vote in Maryland” bro- 
chure, an infamous crime means 
“any felony, treason, perjury or 
any crime involving an element 
of deceit, fraud or corruption.” 

Potpourri 

When the Maryland Court of 
Appeals handed down its revi- 
sions of the governor’s redistrict- 
ing plan (see redistricting article 
in June 27 News Review), the 
City of Greenbelt had been 
shifted from the 23rd Legislative 
District to the 22nd Legislative 
District. The June 21 court deci- 
sion ended Greenbelt’s 30-year 
inclusion in the 23rd District. 

Because of the court’s revi- 
sions, the filing date to run for 
the General Assembly and the 
party central committees has been 
extended from July 1 to July 8. 

As the News Review goes to 
press, the Maryland Board of 
Elections reports that, to date, 
there has been no challenge to 
the court’s redistricting revisions. 

Greenbelt has four precincts, 
21-3 (Center), 21-6 (North End), 
21-8 (Springhill Lake) and 21-13 
(Greenbelt East). The Prince 
George’s County Board of Elec- 
tions notes that polling places 
have not yet been determined.
